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Walking With God

We read in the book of Genesis, chap- 
ter 5, verses 22 to 24, these words, “And 


Enoch walked with God after he begat

ters and all the days

years; and Enoch 
walked with God: and

took him.” Thus in a 
few short sentences 
we have the story of 


~ aman who is known all over the world, 
_ but the most striking thing that has ever 
~ ‘been said about Enoch is that he walked 


~ with God. Man was created in order that 
God might have some one to have fel- 


lowship with. We read the story of 


Adam, the first man, how that in the 


cool of the day God came down to walk 


and talk with him, then again in the 6th 


chapter of the Book of Genesis, we read 
the story of Noah. The generation in 


~ which Noah lived was very wicked, and 


yet in spite of all the wickedness that 
was going on, the Scriptures give testi- 
mony concerning him in Genesis 6:9— 
“Noah was a just man and perfect in his 
generation, and Noah walked with God.” 
In order to walk with God, it is necessary 
that man and God agree with each other. 
Let us examine the Scripture and find 
where the people of God walk. We read 
in the first Psalm, verse 1, “Blessed is the 
man, that walketh not in the council of 
the ungodly.” In other words those who 
do not listen to every Tom, Dick and 
Harry that comes along asking them to 
stay away from church and have nothing 
to do with religion and are not walking 
in the council of God, are not truly 
blessed of the Lord. There are those who 
believe in order to be a real man, they 
must go out to fulfill the lust of the flesh. 
Such a practice only brings disgrace to 
their lives. Those who are walking with 
God are not walking according to the 
flesh, or, as we find in Ephesians, the 
second chapter and_ second verse, 
“Wherein in time past ye walked accord- 
ing to this world.” Since those who are 
walking with God have changed their 
way of living, they are really enjoying 
life to the nth degree. 

Let us examine some of the Bible 
characters and see how they walked. It 
can be said of many of the Bible char- 
acters that they walked on earth, but al- 
ways away from the world. We mention 
Noah: in his generations the people were 
desperately wicked, yet in spite of all the 
sin that was rampant, Noah was “perfect 
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in his generation.” Abraham made a 
great decision in his life. He could have 
gone to Sodom and lived a life of ease 
but instead of doing so, he made his 
home in the hills where he could work 
with his hands; but most of all, where 
he could continue to have the blessings 
and smile of God upon his life. Moses 
was asked one day if he would not like 
to be king of Egypt. Instead of accepting 
the crown, Moses stated to the people 
I do not care for any glory that you may 
give ne ae I an going with my own 
people the Israelites, the chosen 

of God.” ee 

Job was sorely tried in his day, he had 
sores and boils, he was in so much misery 
his wife came to him one day and said, 
“Why don’t you curse God and die?” 
But Job answered, “Though He slay me, 
yet will I trust Him.” 

Daniel was one of the men who did 
not listen to the edict of the king when 
he was told to fall down and worship the 
king, but he went on serving the Lord 
as was his custom. Because of his stand, 
he was thrown into the den of lions. God 
visited him there, and brought him out 
without a scratch. John had been very 
busy preaching the Love of Christ to all 
men. The authorities were tired of hear- 
ing his preaching and banished him to 
the Isle of Patmos, this, however, did 
not discourage John, for while he was 
on that rocky, barren island, he received 
the most wonderful revelation that God 
ever gave to man. 

Then we ask ourselves the question, 


‘how do the people of God walk? Over 


in the Book of Exodus, chapter 13, verse 
21, we read these words, “And the Lord 
went before them by day in a pillar of 
cloud to lead them the way; and by night 
in a pillar of fire, to give them light to 
go by day and night.” And in John, the 
8th chapter, verse 12, we read, “I am the 
light of the world, he that followeth Me 
shall not walk in darkness but shall have 
the light of life.” The children of God 
also walked in safety, Exodus 14:22 de- 
clares, “And the children of Israel went 
into the midst of the sea upon the dry 
ground.” Joshua 3:17 reads, “And the 
priest that bore the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord stood firm on dry ground in 
the midst of the Jordan and all the Israel- 
ites passed over on dry ground, until all 
the people were clean over Jordan.” — 
Some people have the idea ‘that when 
a person becomes a Christian and unites 
with the Church, that all their privileges 
and all their liberties are taken away, but 
God doves not declare it to be so. We read 
in Psalm 119:45 “And I will walk at lib- 
erty for I seek thy precepts.” And in 


Daniel, chapter 3:25, we read, “He ans- 
wered and said, ‘Lo, I see four men loose, 
walking in the midst of the fire and they 
have no hurt and the form of the fourth 
is like the Son of God.” One who walks 
with God must walk humbly before Him 
and also in peace with God. God does 
not say that just a few individuals may 
walk with him; but He says the redeem- 
ed shall walk there. And in the Book of — 
Revelation we read in chapter 21, verse 
24, “And the nations of them which are 
saved shall walk in the light of it.” In 
other words, our race, color, or creed 
shall not bar us from the kingdom of 
God. If we choose to walk with Him, we 
can do so. 

I wish to close this message with a 
poem entitled “Walking With God.” 


“He walked with God and was not.” 
For God took Enoch thence— 
And so, for close communion, God 
Gave this recompense, 

That through the endless ages 
Upon the streets of gold 

God still would walk with Enoch 
As they walked of old. 


“God took him”. . . yea, but, brother, 

He knew Jehovah here;

EL SALVADOR The Ralph Williams 

La Garita Palmera is a little fishing and 
coconut-raising village down on the Pa- 
cific Coast. Miguel Flores, one of our 
pastors, invited us to the fellowship 
meeting and imparted the information 
that we could now go in a car. This was 
news indeed, for the whole region had 
always been just about inaccessible. | 

Loading the International Panel with 
generator, P. A. system (especially re- 
quested, for it is a big attraction and 
draws people to hear the gospel mes- 
sage), projector and slides, hammocks, 
and other equipment, we started out 
about nine oclock Saturday morning, 
expecting to be there in time for the 
evening service. The first 100 kilometers, 
mostly over the International Highway, 
were uneventful and brought us to the 
beginning of the “road” into the little- 
exploited region beyond. Our guide fail- 
ed to appear, so we continued without 
him. For 10 kilometers or so the road 
was just rough, the only diversion being 
the crossing of three rivers that shorted 
our ignition system. After the last river 
all monotony ceased. The road was now 
no more than an ox-wagon trail that 
wound up and around the ends of doz- 
ens of foothills, full of great rocks and 
deep gullies. By now we had caught up 
with our guide, and he assured us that 
the road was much better farther ahead. 
But had we known we never would have 
attempted it, for what we had been over 
was nothing to compare with what was 
still to come. It was sickening to feel the 
bottom scrape over the rocks we could 
not avoid hitting. It took an hour to 
straighten out the tie rod when it be- 
came so badly bent that one wheel was 
sticking out sideways instead of facing 
forward. Twice we were hung up on 
great roots, but a train of oxcarts, haul- 
ing lumber to the port, helped us out. 
- We would have gladly turned back but 
the sun could just barely be seen glint- 
ing through the trees before disappear- 
ing for the night, and the thought of re- 
turning over the way we had come in 
the dark was dismaying. And the swarms 
of mosquitoes discouraged our staying 
where we were. The native brethren felt 
that if oxcarts passed those rocks why 
couldn’t we. So we decided to make one 
more effort. I turned off the lights, and 
Mrs. Williams went ahead with a flash- 
light focused on the axle. She, together 
with the boys and the brethren with us, 
threw out rocks and piled them up 
around the high immovable ones so the 
wheels could get up over them. And I 
nursed the car along carefully. About 
an hour after dark we reached the little 
village Cara Sucia (dirty face), where 
we were happy to get something to eat, 
put up our hammocks, and lie down for 
a good night's sleep. 

In the morning some of the brethren 
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came to meet us with horses and mules. 
They assured us that the road was good 
right down to the shore. We were more 
than dubious, but because the motor and 
equipment we carried makes quite an 
awkward load for the pack beasts, we 
yielded to their persuasions and again 
started out with the panel. A part of the 
road was almost a repitition of the pre- 
vious day, but soon it opened out to the 
level coastal plain, and in an hour we 
were in Garita Palmera being greeted 
by about 150 of our brethren who had 
gathered from the surrounding churches. 

It took an hour to set up the generator 
plant, tie the loud speakers up in a tree, 
and run the wiring to the record player. 
At last the beautiful gospel music was 
floating out upon the air up and down 
the length of this little village built on 
a sand bank on the Pacific Coast. What 
a help the loud speaker is! Often we 
have attempted to preach against an 
almost impenetrable background of 
voices, shuffling feet, crying babies, and 
not infrequently a marimba or guitar. 
We have shouted trying to reach one 
more ear and heart with the message of 
life. But with the aid of the loud speak- 
er, the crowd gathered around has no 
difficulty in hearing, and consequently 
is quieter and pays much more attention 
to what is being said. The car and ampli- 
fier from Speed-the-Light funds are be- 
ing a wonderful blessing. 

In the afternoon Mrs. Williams pre- 
sented a gospel message illustrating it 
with several large colored pictures while 
the people listened eagerly. For the 
evening I announced that I would show 
slides of brethren and churches of the

Condi- — 
tions were not ideal; there were seats for 
comparatively tew of the people; it was 
hot; there was quite a lot of movement 
from those on the edge of the crowd; 
and sounds of the village celebration 
penetrated in spite of all we could do. — 
But God was there and at the end of 

the meeting a number came forward and 

knelt in the sand asking the Lord for 
forgiveness. 

The next morning our greatest con- 
cern was the drive back. It was no bet- 
ter on the return trip except that we had 
no tire trouble. We were trom nine a. m. 
to six p. m. traversing 5U kilometers (30 
miles) and atter that had 100 kilometers 
to go before we reached home. 

Of course we were tired and hungry 
and much in need of a bath. The car 
was in bad shape—but the memory of 
34 souls kneeling in the sand, crying out 
to God for salvation, the answer can only 
be that it was well worth while. May the 
light of His glorious gospel reach into 
the utmost corner of all of Central Amer- 
ica.

Trusses for 
another building 60 x 90 are being put 
up, but will not be finished this year. 
Ultimately, this will be for the use of 
the Women’s Missionary Council and 
C. A’s, or Children’s Departments. It is 
located just back of the dining hall. 

God bless our brethren who have la- 
bored long and hard in anticipation of 
another glorious camp meeting this year. 
It is hoped the weather will be more 
ideal on the chosen dates, but we will 
still find it plenty cool at nights. Come 
prepared.

Volunteer help will be appreciated 
June 27, 28, 29, and 30 to get the tents 
up and equipment in them, so if any 
can come these few days before the camp 
opens, we will greatly appreciate your 
help.

Christian Church Challenged 

James A. Stewart, an associate editor 
of the Christian Digest says of Com- 
munists in Italy: “In all my _ travels 
throughout postwar Europe I have never 
seen the Communists’ equal for earnest- 
ness, aggressiveness, and a_ sacrificial 
passion for the spreading of the message 
of the Kremlin. They have little halls 
everywhere, something similar to mis- 
sion halls. Loudspeakers blare out the 
message at almost every street corner.” 

What a challenge to the Christian 
church, which has the greatest message 
on earth! 

Advance in Missionary Endeavor 

The Ambassador, large missionary 
transport plane of the Assemblies of God, 
has completed five roundtrip flights 
across the Atlantic delivering mission- 
aries to Africa and India. The plane is a 
converted C-46 Army Transport and has 
been actively engaged in flying Assembly 
of God missionaries to and from their 
fields of service. This marks another step 
forward in missionary endeavor. 

Israel’s Population Increases 

An Associated Press dispatch states 
that Israel is the fastest growing country 
in the world. By the end of 1948 the 
population was 805,000. This represents 
an increase of 15 per cent in the last six 
months of last year. The Israeli Govern- 
ment is at present drawing up town 
planning schemes to accommodate three 
million people. 

Striking Events 
_. Two events that we believe to be of 
great significance took place in Israel in 
mid-February. Israel’s first elected As- 
sembly, composed of 120 members, met 
in Jerusalem. Not since the Sanhedrin 
passed out of existence nearly 2,000 
years ago has such a representative body 
existed in the Holy Land. Consuls of a 
number of nations were witnesses of the 
historic ceremony. 

Then followed the inaugural of Presi- 
dent Dr. Chaim Weizmann, who had 
acted as Provisional President of Israel 
since last May. Thousands of spectators 
lined Jerusalem’s streets to cheer the 74- 
year-old scientist who has devoted his 
entire adult life to the Zionist cause. 
Tears of joy flowed down the faces of 
the Jewish throng as they greeted the 
man who had suffered so long for the 
cause. 

As Dr. Weizmann entered the cham- 
ber where the new Parliament was as- 
sembled, the Shofar (ceremonial ram’s 
horn) was sounded and the Speaker of 
the House administered the oath in He- 
brew. The audience broke into the “Ha- 
tikvah,” the Jewish national anthem. 
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Thus Dr. Weizmann became the first 
head of a Jewish State in 2,000 years. 

The ceremonies were conducted not 
far from Jerusalem’s old walled city. The 
old part of the city is still held by units 
of the Arab Legion, the Jews holding 
practically all of modern. Jerusalem. 
While the U.N. decreed that Jerusalem 
should remain an international city, it 
is clear that the purpose of the Israeli 
government is to make it the capital of 
Israel. 

We might add that President Weiz- 
mann, still one of the most honored sci- 
entists of the world, is definitely anti- 
Communist and pro-Western. — (Proph- 
ecy).
